2. The following is an Examiner ' s statement of reasons for 
the indication of allowable subject matter based on the 
amendment filed on June 22, 2006: 

As in claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest an information recording apparatus having the 
following features: 

(a) an aberration detector for detecting the aberration 
of the light beam spot by comparing at least one pair of the 
tap coefficient of an adaptive equalizer, the tap coefficients 
are symmetrical with respect to a center position in time delay 
order; and 

(b) the number of the plurality of tap coefficients is 
odd in time delay order, and a correction control unit controls 
the aberration correction of the aberration correcting unit in 
a manner that least a pair symmetrical tap coefficients are 
substantially made coincident with each other.
